TAKING OUR TEMPERATURE 


Of Interest 


It sometimes happens on the 
farm that for a few weeks during 
the sipring and summer there i s a 
surplus of imalk. It is often im¬ 
possible to sell this, yet the prac¬ 
tice of feedling it to pigs or chick¬ 
ens may not be profitable or nec¬ 
essary. A far ,mto,re economical 
way to dispose 'of it is to turn it 
into cheese for lioimle use. 

It should be undestoiod that it 
is cheese for home use only which 
is here referred t!oi. 

The business of cheesemaking, 
jbhough profitable, needs time, 
skilled labor and the whole output 
of milk,. The is a considerable 
quantity of high grade imported 
cheese is Canada at this time which 
the unexperienced maker could 
not compete with* but with cheese 
for home uise the case is some¬ 
what different. It is quite pos¬ 
sible to make a nutritious and ap- 
petiing product for this purpose 
without being a skilled cheesmak- 


A few Observatione about 
Clin'cal Thermometers 

In winter and spring when la- 
grippe is rampant, many of us 
make use of clinical thermometers 
but few give thought (especially 
if the mercury reads above nor¬ 
mal point)to the nature of the 
little instrument which is found 
in practically every household. 
Probably the (clinical thermometer 
is the most widlly used of any 
pathological isstrument, and, al¬ 
though familiarity may breed con¬ 
tempt the accuracy of these small 
thermometers does actually com¬ 
pare very favorably with that of 
the much more costly instruments 
used in scientific laboratories- 

The clinical thermometer, in 
eojmlmon with it’s large brethren 
is subject to errors which may give 
rise to fictitious indications. Un¬ 
less special glass is used for the 
thin bulb containing* the mercury, 
errors w j ll accumulate for some 
considerable timig after manufac¬ 
ture due to slow' shrinkage which 
takes place- extending sometimes 
for years. Often, too gas en¬ 
trapped in the walls of the ther¬ 
mometer stem passes into the fine 
capillary hole and results in por¬ 
tions of the mercury becfrbiing; de¬ 
tached from the miahi columns. 
These pieces may pass unnoticed 
and incorrect temperatures may 
be indicated. 

Then too, clinical thermometers 
have troubles of their own—due

RECIPES FOR MILK DRINKS 


THE CORN CROP 


It is , universally known that 
milk, besides being' a refreshing 
drink is a very valuable food, sup¬ 
plying the necessary elements for 
growth' and! health in an easily 
digestible form. Unfortunately, 
many adults and some crildlien 
hve a distaste for milk in its nat¬ 
ural state. The Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has just is¬ 
sued a small circular distributed 
free by its Publications Branch, 
Ottawa, which gives a number of 
recipes for milk drinks to suit 
any taste. They are easy 1 to pre¬ 
pare, dblicious and refreshings In 
making them), ordinary household 
flavoring extracts, spices, juices 
from fresh or canned fruits, or 
fruit syrups may be used; soda 
water may or may not be added. 
These recipes wjill be especially 
valuable in the case of children 
who have a fancied dislike for 
milk and for invalids whose food 
consists m'ainly of liquids, and 
who would relish a change in the 
flavor and appearance of the milk 
i they drink.

They are doing so .in 
most cases at the expense of ft-he community in which they are living. 
To save a five cent piece, yes, and frequently to buy inferior goods, 
they send their money five hundred miles away, when their own home 
town merchans could not only givie them better value, but equaly as 
good a price- We ask the question ‘‘How can any town or village 
live, how Can it be art/tractive, how can it be a socia 1 centre, when mer¬ 
chants and retlailers do not share in the prosperity of the district.” 
Why should our towns and villages be any different than they are in 
other countries? Take Great Britain, for instance. In Great Britain 
any village that can draw the business /of a seven mil e radiu s is a 
thriving, prosperous and enterprising centre. It is a village that 
shotwfe its prosperity by having well built houses, churches, assembly 
hall, moving pictur e theatre, town band, and in fact everything that 
makes for a prosperous district and a happy social life. How is this 
possible, you may ask. Simply because it is a customi and habit of 
farmers and cofm/munit dwellers to spend their money where they 
make it. They have tio- much pride in their town to wreck; it by mak¬ 
ing their purchases outside. 

In Wetern Canada some of the community dwellers take pride in 
being able to walk into the local merchant’s stor e and* ft'ell him ho^ he 
can beat his price by five o'r ten cents on the dollar- Worse than this, 
it is estimated that 95 per cent, of the mail order business' is placed by 
farmers who do not even

ordinary grain drill can be used 
with satisfactory results* Culti¬ 
vation should begin as soon as the 
cornis planted!- harrow every week 
until the eiorn is about six inches 
high • This system will effect¬ 
ually destroy' midions of small 
weeds and allow the corn to get 
a good start. When the crop is 
too high to harrow, the cultivator 
should be brought into action. If 
the area is small the small garden 
scuffler will be fund satisfactory. 
However, when a large area is in 
crop a two hors e cultivator should 
be used). Care should be used 
not to run the cultivator teeth too 
deep, in order to prevent injury 
to the toots which feed close to 
the surface. Continue cultivation 
until the corn crop is three feet 
high or high enough to shade the 
ground- 


which can be kept tor winter use, 
something of the hard or 'scalded’ 
variety would be better. Climat- 
tic? conditions must be taken into 
consideration to a certain extent, 
though they are not sioi important 
in the case of cheese for home use- 
The ideal is an equitable tempera¬ 
ture (avoiding extremes of heat 
and cold) and moist air.

ably be outside the range of prac- 


v&ry some¬ 
what according to the cheese to 
be made but must include in every 
case a floating dairy thermometer 
and two tulbs or pails, one larger 
than the other, which take the 
place of the cheese vat. 

4. Commercial Rennet. 

The following varieties are sug¬ 
gested' as being suitable for the 
home cheesemaker. 

Soft Cheese— Pont 1’Elveque: 
A small cheese, square or oblong, 
weighing, when ripe, 12 to 13 oz. 
Twenty-five pounds of milk 
makes thre cheese and it is ready 
for use in two or three weeks and 
a mild flavor. 

Coulommier: Small,circular in 
shape, weighing 16 ioiz. if eaten 
fresh (three,or four days old). At 
that time it has an aedd flavor and 
is nice with salad- If kept another 
week this flavor improves but the 
weight decreases to 12 oz. Fifteen 
pounds o'f wilk makes three chees¬ 
es.

EDGERTON ECHOES 


These errors are quite frequent¬ 
ly encountered. The National 
Physical Laboratory J n England 
reported that in one series of nine 
•housand thermiometers tested 
twenty-eight per cent were found 
unreliable. Good makers have a 
much smaller percentage of fail¬ 
ures. As a comparison with the 
figures quoted above, one firm in 
the same year had only twenty- 
five instruments rejected out of 
fifteen thousand and most of these 
were for minor defects. 

At *he National Physical Lab¬ 
oratory the number of clinical 
thermometers tested has averaged 
as high as twenty L five thousand 
per week throughout the year 
Ill’s figure gives some idea of the 
number of clinical thermometers 
m u?e. In Canada, tests to clin¬ 
ical thermometers similar to those 
made at the National Pt r s ; cal 
Laboratory are undertaken by the 
Physical Testing Labortow, Topo¬ 
graph hal survey, Department of 
Interior, Ottawa. 

This laboratory has special 
equipment fdr the /wp'rk, and reg- 
ularly issues certificates of appro- 
al for thermometers for the Gov¬ 
ernment service, hospitals, and the 
Canadian public generally.
